All this while another lady bad veen sitting upon
the platlorm, er form tent, her hoad bowed, her
brow resting npon her hand, and her wholo attitude
expressive of protoung reflection, and an endoavor
to 800 us far into the spirit world ns possible. When
the singing consed this ladvy came forward to the
desk; and we were fnformed toat her namo was
Miss Emma Jay Bulicne, and ber occupation that of
a lecturing med um, Miss Bulione is » person of
the medinm age and helght, with s broad forehead,
sunken cteeks. 8 mouth framed for muoh. talkwmng,
2 pale complexion, and hair worn in Leavy bands
and short curls. She was plauniy but richly drossed
in back silk, with jet ornaments, apd upon hoer
n%er sparkled s dmmond rivg,

ithout preface or Introduction she commenced
reciting & poem about & dead hero, which was so
very bad that we at once decided toat it had beon
composed by horselt while in the pensive atlitude
above desoribed. It mppeared, however, that we
were mistaken, Mmus Bullene got along very well
with the rhvmes until she onme to a line annonnoing
that angels had borpe the desd hero somewhore;
but at this pomt she broke down, paused & few mo-
ments, Aud then, as if susploious of Inerodulity, de-
flantly stated that the poem had been diotated to
her by w spirit, bat thar ‘‘as the intemse thought of
thoe audience—ns to what it all means, wo presume—
had destroyed the conditions of receptivity,'’ she
conld notjrepeat any more ol it at presont, Here
there was a general sigh ol relief, and a number of
poisons, who had been quietly eaging towards the
door, resumed their sonts.

LECTURE ON HERO WORSUIP,

Misa Bulliene then anmounesd that the subject of
her duwoourse wonld be *'Hero Worship,'” of wheh
she procepded to speak, Most of our readers have
heard the buxlesgue orstions upon woman's rights
in the *'dat’s what’s de matter'’ siyle, delivered by
negro munstrels, Mise Builene's oratory was the

But
ber veiy lmpressve mauvner and her lady-like ap-
pearauce prevented the andience irom noticing the
ridionlous side of her remarks; and when she de-
clarad that “'our nauonal power ceused the sponia-
neous sirings to reverberate in simuitansous waves
of national giory” mmply bocavse we did not wor-
ship Leroos, and contras ed this state of aflaira with
tho tact that Bogland had lost her place among the
nutions ‘‘because she worshipped the bero, mot for
his deeds, but bedause Lis honor arose trom
tracing his line through the jone hne of the linoage

The ciroles were always formod over dying por-
sons, she exp'ained, m order to faclitates their death,
and 10 wstruct the spirits themseives.  In cho onse of
General oott it required sbout fovr hours * of your
time'' to perfect the communications, and then tho
General loli bettor than he had jor fliteen years “of
your time'’ belore. About aix houra “'of your nme’
pror to the General’s doath, the apirits pogan to
manufscture tor him & spiritun body by drawing the
a?lrllllli ossgnce [rom his attendants, filtering it
*through & sheen or voil,”" T his process being com-

letea, Geneml nad s delightiul dream, in whiou

o reviewed the memories of (he pas’, and saw the
giories of the muture, Hin soul then severed the tow
slectrie oords that bound the General's spirit to his
boay, and the Gengral died. It pains us to record
such detsils a8 thost; but what olue can & wmithtul re-
porter go?

ENTRAROE TO THE SPIRIT LAND,

After the General’s death ho wes uncomscious for
about three ounutes “of your time," contimund A s
Bullene, and then he awoke to fod himself sur-
rounded by his fasly and distinguished friends.
His mﬂnl‘od, lay on betore nim, and ho was
attred In & spantunl ¥ “'at loass twenty yoars
younger,” and 1e.t ;! "lhlf uvenated. He
ruednhm"ol’r-u ume'' 1 enjor the ox

ileration of hia new Hfs, in conversing with the de-
conned bers of bis family, and in_ recciving the
mpnmam of his innumerable admirers among
Ihe mouruing which d this
gountiy at his loss was by the ley which
mhxhu sutrance into the spirit land, and as thore
wid every manifo tation of griel hore, so thore was
every form mm in that :&luu.

¢lociric current, whish leaves the fmoo eclear, and
olothea all the rest of the body In a semi-trmnsparent
drapory, Tho spirits can ornuu%n! this dress 1n any
WAy lhnnehuou by shmply wishing tor the orpa-
ments; but bad spirits wear dark oolors, and the

urer m apirit 18 the whiter and brighter s Iis cos-
ume, Gensial Scott, on the cooason of
ttom, was arrayod i swit of poarly white or slis
very groy, mcleative of the fact that, though s vory
good man, ho hnd his fallimgs, whioh prevented his
dress irom belng perfectly pure.
+ On his hosom there wero two or three nrrln Epots,
emblematical of duties wineh he bad left unper
formed, OUn his lofit shoulaer were three ghittering
stare, the inslgnin of Lis rank.  Across s chost was
a rash and around his wmst s belt. Oyer his heart
wns an oye ‘ giowing, flashing, and gleaming with
Joy ungpeakable.”  On his left side was a seabibard
of purest gold, -In e vight hand be had hold s
two-edged sword of the fineat steel, its hils adorned
with (ﬂnn.mutn. pearls, ‘cmoralds, and topases, 'the
omblema o1 the four nstions whose future now ap-
ars to be prophohio’—whatever that may mean.
‘his sword, smd Misa Bullene slgniflosntly, was
pointed towards the crown of England, a faot which
ou may intorpret as yon will. As thers were no
i-vnlnnu prosent thi= hie ot the leoturess tell doad.

THE GRAND BRECEFTION,

Whon Miss Bul'enc arrived at this part of hor lec-
ture, 1o which all the rea! ourht to have beon merely
miroductory, nor fancy imllod her, and she was ex-
trnordinaridy brel.  Perhaps sho bad oxbausted hor-
solt upon that marveilous ocstume. At any m'e sho
uim;rl} stated that Geveral Soott was received by atl
the sy hodts en maase, At hus right steod Washingion,
Behind bym was Wolhogton, the Iron Duke, At his
Jeft ay peared the late Caar of Russin. Meiore him,
with lotded arme, Napolson was siationed as the re-
presentative of France, Jefforson, Mad son, Taylor,
Lincoln, and (ho other deconscd Presidents ot this
republie, whose names Miss Ballene hnd cloarly for
“.unn. actod as the reception cotnmitiwe. Clay,

Febstor, Douging, and Waahington Irving asaisted
the commitieo,

All the dend heroes of the recont war were on
duty, with muny thousands of other tamous people
whom Miss Builone wouid not name. JThe reoops
fion eeremony was exceedingly modest, A little
chi d whom the General had dearly loved was de-
puted to present lnm with & crown of laure! ; and ns
it was p aocd upon the hero's head there were nooln-
mations (rem the vast throng. With those fow par-
tiealars Mg sullene conclnded hor lectwre, after
impressing vpon our minds the duty of dwseipli-
nariaushup,” which she stated to be General Scott's
chiet charsoteristio. DBefors she sat down she in.
quired If nuy one wished to ask her any 11t:enl.louﬂ:
but theres was no response from the audience, al-
thougn there was o general feeling that she might
casily havo made s Lttle more out of the reception,

THE CONCOLUBION,

A hymn, “appropriate to the ooonsion,' was then
read and sung, the audionco rising and many of them
leaving in haste to avoid tho neeessity of purchasing
tickels for the spiritual picmie. During this nymn
four other persons Joined In the gingineg, with tho
oharitable but unsuccrssful des'gn of drowning the
voiee of the ladvy who bhad sung before. Buat the
louder thoy sang the louder she sang, and fiually the
barso, who had growied till he was red in the tace,
gave the thoug up in Jespair,

Miss Bullene bad resumed hor pensive attitude,
and was fiually led off by a gentleman with large
whiskers. The red curtain was brushoed aside s
she passed, nud discloesd nothing but 4 window
b hind. On the whole, although there ware none of

the 'startling maniestations’” promised in our in-

vitation, and the farrago of nonsense whieh we

have sketehed, was all of the reception,’ still we

waore rather glad that General Scott was not present,

either 1n the flesh or the spirit, for if he had been

we can ymagine the atvle in which he would have

rebuked those who dared to use his name and fame
